A  WORD  BY  YOUR  SELECTMEN   IN  EXPLANATION: 

It  has  been  a  common  complaint  that  the  Town  Report  did 
not  give  a  clear  picture  to  the  general  public.  It  is  our  desire  to 
put  a  better  pictiure  before  you,  thus  this  effort  to  correct  this 
failing. 

This  year  we  have  combined  all  highway  items  under  one 
heading.  The  former  breakdown  of  Winter,  Summer  and  Gen- 
eral Expenses  of  the  highway  department  only  tended  to  add 
confusion  and  in  reality  was  very  repetitious.  Now  when  you 
read  the  items  listed,  it  will  represent  the  total  amount  for  that 
item  for  the  year,  which  we  feel  is  what  the  public  is  interested 
in. 

Both  Town  Road  Aid  and  Class  IV  Urban  joint  accounts  are 
handled  by  the  Town  Highway  Department  in  so  far  as  the  work 
done  is  concerned.  The  money  is  held  by  the  State  Treasurer 
and  upon  presentation  of  payrolls  by  the  Town  to  the  State  High- 
way Department,  a  reimbursement  is  paid  from  these  accounts 
back  to  the  Town  Highway  Department. 

On  State  Aid  Construction,  all  work  is  put  out  to  bid.  The 
awarding  of  bids  is  up  to  the  joint  agreement  of  the  State  High- 
way Department  and  the  Selectmen.  From  this  point  on  the  job 
is  handled  by  a  resident  engineer  from  the  State  Staff.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS 

Once  again  we  are  about  to  enter  another  forest  fire  season 
and  once  again  your  town  forest  fire  warden  is  asking  you  to  be 
careful  of  fires  in  our  woodlands  and  along  our  roadsides.  There 
is  nothing  more  displeasing  to  the  eye  than  an  area  of  blackened 
waste.  Nine  out  of  ten  of  these  blackened  areas  are  caused  by 
You  and  You.  It  is  only  with  your  co-operation  that  we  can  pre- 
vent such  an  area  in  our  town.  A  great  part  of  the  men  and 
women  of  this  area  depend  on  timber  for  their  weekly  pay  check, 
and  by  you  and  you  being  careless,  these  people  are  being  de- 
prived of  a  Hving.  We  can't  even  try  to  prevent  fires  caused  by 
lightning,  but  the  nimiber  of  fires  caused  by  this  agent  is  very 
small.  It  is  you  as  a  smoker,  as  a  debris  burner  —  you  as  a  care- 
less person,  who  can  do  a  great  deal  in  preventing  this  most 
shameful  waste  of  our  natural  resources. 

You  can  help  by  making  sure  your  smoking  material  is  out 
—  DEAD  OUT,  your  incinerator  is  air  tight,  the  area  around  it  is 
cleaned  of  all  burnable  material,  that  you  have  had  it  inspected 
by  your  forest  fire  warden,  that  you  have  asked  for  and  received 
a  permit  to  bum  from  your  forest  fire  warden.  By  doing  these 
things  the  number  of  fires  are  going  to  be  fewer  and  you  will 
have  woodlands  to  hunt  in,  to  have  picnics  in,  to  be  able  to  fish 
the  stream.  You  will  also  be  proud  of  your  green  mountainsides. 
By  not  doing  this  you  will  not  enjoy  yourself  at  all.  It  is  not  tOo 
long  ago  that  most  of  us  can  still  remember  the  fall  of  1947,  and 
we  all  know  that  most  of  these  fires  during  that  period  could 
have  been  prevented  if  everyone  was  careful.

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Report  of  Superintendent 


To  the  Citizens  of  Conway: 

SCHOOL  BUILDING  NEEDS 

Our  old,  educationally  obsolete,  elementary  school  buildings 
have  served  us  well,  and  now  we  have  reached  the  critical  point 
in  our  school  building  needs.  There  are  many  ways  of  solving 
our  school  building  problem.  But  surely  there  is  a  best  way  — 
and  that  way  should  be  determined  by  all  the  members  of  our 
community  through  a  united  effort  and  with  a  common  purpose 
to  invest,  within  our  financial  means  to  support  it,  in  the  kind  of 
schools  that  will  provide  the  best  opportunities  for  learning  in  a 
safe  and  healthful  environment. 

The  North  Conway  Elementary  School  is  completely  inade- 
quate for  educational  purposes.  The  continued  use  of  this  build- 
ing will,  in  the  next  few  years,  require  unusually  and  unwar- 
ranted large  sums  of  money  in  upkeep  and  repair. 

The  Conway  Elementary  School  classrooms  are  critically 
overcrowded,  nor  do  we  have  enough  of  these  small  classrooms 
to  take  care  of  the  needs  of  our  increasing  elementary  enrollment. 
This  year  we  will  be  faced  with  the  problem  of  not  having  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  classrooms  for  the  entering  first  grade  in 
Conway. 

TEACHERS 

"I  believe  that  the  teacher  is  the  most  important  person  in 
American  Society.  There  should  be  more  of  him,  and  he  should 
be  better  paid."  This  statement  was  made  by  General  Dwight  D. 
Eisenhower  in  a  report  to  Columbia  University  Alumni. 

In  order  to  keep  our  good  experienced  teachers  and  make 
provisions  for  the  employment  of  new  teachers  we  will  need  to 
adopt  a  salary  schedule  at  least  equal  to  those  of  communities 
in  our  state  comparable  to  ours.  We  can  no  longer  be  the  train- 
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ing  schools  for  inexperienced  teachers  without  detrimental  ef- 
fects to  the  continuity  of  a  good  school  program,  since  the  factor 
that  most  determines  the  quality  of  our  educational  system  is 
directly  attributable  to  the  kind  of  teaching  staff  we  have.  The 
largest  percentage  increase  in  our  school  budgetary  program  for 
1953-1954  is  reflected  in  teachers'  salaries. 

SCHOOL  PROGRAM 

Provisions  have  been  made  to  revise  the  time  schedule  at 
Kennett  High  School  to  enable  pupils  to  spend  more  time  in  class 
M^ork  under  the  direct  supervision  and  guidance  of  their  teachers. 
There  will  be  fewer  periods  during  the  day,  but  the  periods  v^dll 
be  longer.  This  will  eliminate  the  large  study  hall  situation  where 
125  pupils  were  supervised  by  one  teacher  who  could  at  best 
help  only  a  small  fraction  of  this  number. 

I'd  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  forthcoming  four-page 
"educational  supplement"  depicting  many  phases  of  our  school 
program.  It  will  be  included  in  a  March  issue  of  the  North  Con- 
way Reporter. 

IN-SERVICE  EDUCATION 

Several  of  our  teachers  are  availing  themselves  of  the  op- 
portunity for  professional  growth  through  in-service  educational 
training  programs.  These  educational  courses  are  sponsored  by 
the  New  Hampshire  State  Department  of  Education  in  co-oper- 
ation with  oior  teacher-training  institutions. 

Such  courses  as  Reading,  Arithmetic  in  the  Elementary 
School,  Guidance  and  Psychology  of  Learning  have  been  offered 
in  recent  years.  This  second  semester  course  in  "Evaluation  of 
Learning"  will  enable  teachers  to  study  and  re-examine  the  goals 
of  education,  and  in  light  of  these  goals  to  create  learning  situ- 
ations that  will  aid  in  the  fullest  potential  development  of  each 
child,  and  to  chart  and  report  pupil  progress  to  parents  in  a  clear 
and  meaningful  way. 

SCHOOL  LUNCH  PROGRAM 

The  school  lunch  program  has  become  an  integral  part  of 
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our  total  school  program.  Although  we  are  operating  under  the 
handicap  of  limited  space,  we  are  fulfilling  a  definite  need  in 
providing  well  balanced,  nutritious  hot  lunches  to  a  great  many 
of  our  children  at  a  bare  minimum  cost  of  twenty-five  cents.  This 
reduced  cost  is  due  to  the  subsidy  of  six  cents  per  meal  received 
from  federal  sources  and  to  the  large  amounts  of  surplus  foods 
allocated  to  our  program.  Some  of  the  foods  received  this  year 
are:  orange  juice,  hams,  bacon,  eggs,  butter,  and  turkeys. 

A  complete  financial  report  of  the  lunch  program  will  be 
found  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  a  report  by  Mr.  Paul  Mayer- 
son.  We  have  made  some  real  progress  in  our  eflFort  to  provide 
a  broad  and  rich  program  of  music  education  to  all  our  children. 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  Conway  School  Board  for  their  assistance  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  our  schools.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  HEALTH  PROGRAM 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  of  the  physical  examinations  and 
clirrics  held  in  the  Town  of  Conway  for  the  year  1951-1952. 

Two  hundred  tw^enty-eight  physical  examinations  were 
done.  These  included  first  grade  pupils  who  had  not  been  ex- 
amined at  the  pre-school  clinics,  all  sixth  grade  pupils,  and  all 
pupils  participating  in  sports.  The  school  doctor  made  no  charge 
for  heart  examinations  of  the  elementary  school  boys  who  played 
basketball.  In  January,  April,  and  October  Treatment  Centers 
were  held  at  the  Community  Center  in  North  Conway  where 
twelve  children  had  the  exercises  checked  that  had  been  given 
them  at  the  Orthopedic  Clinics. 

In  January,  thirty-six  pupils  from  the  North  Conway  Ele- 
mentary school  received  vaccinations  or  immunizations  at  the 
Well-Child  Conference,  and  in  May  thirteen  children  from  the 
Conway  Elementary  school  received  similar  treatments. 
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Our  May  Chest  X-ray  Clinic  was  held  at  Kennett  High 
School  and  sixty-six  X-rays  were  taken. 

Last  May  in  Conway  and  North  Conway  we  had  our  first 
pre-school  round-up  for  the  coming  first  graders.  This  Clinic  was 
sponsored  by  the  P.T.A.'s.  The  doctors  made  the  physical  ex- 
aminations and  talked  over  any  defects  found  with  each  mother. 
The  dentist  examined  the  children's  teeth  and  referred  those 
with  dental  defects  to  their  family  dentist.  The  school  nurse 
tested  the  eyes  and  talked  with  the  mothers  about  having  the 
eyes  examined  by  an  oculist  before  entering  school.  Most  of  the 
defects  found  were  taken  care  of  before  the  children  entered 
school  in  September. 

I  consider  these  Clinic-Conferences  one  of  the  most  valu- 
able of  our  school  projects  and  they  will  be  held  this  year  in 
Conway,  North  Conway,  and  Center  Conway.  We  would  like 
to  encourage  all  parents  to  take  advantage  of  them. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  assistance 
and  help  rendered  by  the  doctors,  dentists,  PTA  members. 
School  Board,  and  teachers  to  make  these  Clinics  possible,  and  I 
hope  the  Clinics  this  spring  will  be  an  even  greater  success.

SCHOOL  CALENDAR 
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REPORT  OF  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 

"Music  for  all  children,  all  children  for  music,"  is  a  quo- 
tation from  a  recent  publication  of  the  Music  Educators  National 
Conference.  Using  this  phrase  as  a  byword,  music  in  the  schools 
of  Conway  has  shown  progress  and  promises  to  be  an  outstanding 
program  among  school  districts  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire. 

Vocal  music  in  the  grade  schools  and  Kennett  High  School 
is  the  basic  component  of  the  program.  At  the  lower  levels  the 
program  is  divided  into  three  sections.  Rhythm,  Listening,  and 
Singing  are  presented  to  provide  youngsters  with  a  well-balanced 
program.  Rhythm  through  folk  games  and  dances,  rhythm  bands 
and  creative  music  forms  the  framework  for  the  entire  program. 
In  the  Junior  High  Grades,  emphasis  is  placed  upon  rhythm  in 
order  to  develop  co-ordination  in  these  youngsters.  Music  Read- 
ing and  singing  are  taught  with  the  "do,  re,  mi's"  well  known  to 
many  of  us,  as  well  as  with  numbers  and  the  letter  names  of  the 
notes.  Through  recordings,  an  appreciation  of  better  music  is 
presented  to  the  classes.  It  is  hoped  that  the  supply  of  records 
will  be  increased  from  year  to  year. 

s  Instrumental  music  in  our  schools  has  grown  to  immense 
proportions  with  the  percentage  of  those  eligible  to  receive  les- 
sons approaching  twenty-five  per  cent.  Lessons  are  given  in 
classes  of  no  larger  than  four  or  five  students.  Many  youngsters 
who  are  studying  unusual  instruments  have  the  opportunity  for 
private  instruction.  This  program  begins  in  the  third  grade  level 
where  class  instruction  in  pre-instrumental  instruments  is  given 
as  part  of  the  regular  music  program.  Then,  youngsters  are  given 
the  opportunity  to  rent  and  buy  the  instrument  of  their  choice  if 
they  so  desire.  Beginning  this  spring,  it  is  hoped  that  a  string 
program  will  be  activated  with  over  twenty  youngsters  receiving 
instruction  on  the  violin,  viola,  and  'cello.  At  the  annual  spring 
festival,  held  in  May,  the  grammar  school  orchestra  of  Conway 
will  make  its  debut.  At  the  same  time,  a  band  of  seventy-five 
pupils  will  be  guest  performers. 

The  music  program  of  Kennett  High  School  is  very  active. 
The  Band  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Charles  Zumstein  has  per- 
formed many  times  at  football  games  and  school  functions.  The 
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band  is  a  growing  organization  and  as  the  elementary  program 
graduates  qualified  musicians,  they  will  in  turn  enter  the  high 
school  group.  Within  a  three-year  period  Kennett  could  boast  of 
a  sixty-piece  instrumental  ensemble.  Vocal  music  is  divided  into 
three  sections  in  the  High  School:  Mixed  Choir  with  a  member- 
ship of  fifty;  a  Girls'  Glee  Club  with  eighty  girls,  and  the  Song- 
sters, a  picked  group  of  twelve  musicians.  The  Songster  group 
has  acted  as  goodwill  ambassadors  for  the  school  by  appearing 
at  civic  and  school  functions  many  times  during  the  year.  The 
Glee  Clubs  will  prepare  two  concerts  during  the  year  in  addition 
to  a  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  operetta,  a  first  in  Kennett  Annals.  In 
the  future  plans  will  be  made  to  include  some  major  musical 
production  every  year.  All  Kennett  Groups  will  attend  the  state 
auditions  festival,  sponsored  by  the  New  Hampshire  Music  Edu- 
cators Association.  In  addition,  ten  youngsters  will  participate 
in  the  New  Hampshire  Concert  Festival. 

The  future  of  music  in  the  Conway  schools  is  bright.  The 
object  of  a  beginning  program  is  quantity  in  numbers.  In  order 
to  further  a  continuing  program,  it  will  be  necessary  to  strive  for 
quality  in  the  end  result.  Music  can  be  a  wonderful  contributing 
factor  to  the  lives  of  our  children.  Their  experiences  in  music 
will  help  them  to  understand,  in  one  way,  the  problems  of  our 
troubled  world,  where  music  truly  is  the  universal  language.
